At long last, our 1962 Battle
of the Budget is over. In our
second special session of the |
year, we finally agreed on ap-
propriation of $2.887 billion to
run our California state gov-
ernment in 1962.63. The in-
crease over the approved
spending program for the cur-
rent year is roughly 6.6 per
cent,
